Group Tours 

Plan well in advance. Contact all of the establishments you plan on visiting; they 
usually require advance notice for group tours. Also they may have a further reduction 
for senior citizens’ groups. 


Identification 

Many establishments offering special rates to senior citizens request proof of age, i.e. 
senior citizen’s card or a birth certificate. Ontario residents 65 years of age or more will 
find the Ontario Senior Citizen's Privilege Card useful for this purpose and may obtain 
one by applying to the Ministry of Health, Finance & Accounting Branch, Drug Benefit 
Plan, P.O. Box 78, Kingston, K7L 5kK2. Tel: (416) 965-9337 (Toronto), or

Movie Theatres 

Most movie theatre chains offer special rates for senior citizens. There is not one pass 
for all chains, as they all issue their own, so it is necessary to contact the theatre(s) of 
your choice to obtain their seniors’ pass. 


Live Theatre 
Many live theatre companies and theatre rentals such as Shaw and Stratford offer 
substantially reduced rates for seniors. Contact them directly for information. 


Provincial Parks 

Residents of Ontario aged 65 or over are admitted free of charge to Ontario Provincial 
Parks (including St. Lawrence Parks and Niagara Parks) for day use. Half-rate 
camping fees are charged for Friday and Saturday. Camping is free Sunday to 


Thursday. Proof of age and residence may be requested. 


National Parks 
To residents of Canada, 65 years of age or more, free entry for day visits only is 
granted on presentation of driver’s licence or a Senior’s card and vehicle registration 


permit. There is no free camping offered to seniors in National Parks.
